At any rate, I am thankful for 
the special course received at Victory- 
Noll in that line, as well as in putting | 
up beds, as it comes in handy.

BE A MISSIONARY. 

“Amen, I say to you, as long as you did it to one of 
these my least brethren, you did it to Me” (Matt. xxv, 40). 

Which true follower of Chriet would not make any sac- 
rifice if he or she knew it was rendered directly to Him? 

Think what Jesus Himself did to save souls. In leaving 
His blissful abode in Heaven to come to earth, He was moved 
by what He knew to be the measureless value of human 
souls. His estimate of their value could not be faulty, be- 

ause it was He Who created them. Not satisfied with teach- 
ink men concerning the paramount importance of saving 
souls. He subjected Himself to privations and sufferings 
the most intense in order that men might learn the lesson 
with greater force. 

The apostles, who received their inspiration from Jesus, 
gave up everything and, until the day they were rewarded 
by a martyr’s crown, labored under most trving conditions 
to win souls for Jesus. 

Read the history of the beginnings of Christianity in 
every land, and you read of the héroism of missionaries, 
who left the comforts of home and subjected themselves to 
poverty and every form of misery, in order to convert the 
pagans in far-away lands. We do not sufficiently appre- 
ciate the sacrifices and labors of the pioneer missionaries to 
our own countries. 

Think of the sacrifice we of this generation made, in 
men and money, to bring temporal benefits to those who 
were believed to be ruled by bad government in other lands. 
Think of the money which is spent on works of Social Wel- 
fare and for the promotion of secular education, sanita- 
tion, etc. 

Think what Protestants are doing to bring what they 
believe to be true Christianity to the heathen, and even to 
the neglected Catholic. Some sects with a membership less 
than 5 per cent of the Catholic body in this country are 
spending more money than we are to bring their gospel to 
those who have it not. 

Think what the apostles of irreligion are doing to rob 
the children of our country of religious instruction. They 
are far more aggressive in their camnaign to rob souls from 
God than we. His childen, are to gain new souls for Him. 

Could one really ponder over these things and not be 
filled with zeal to become a missionary, or at least to co- 
operate the missionaries either home and other 
thousands the pagan lands. From what ranks should 
these missionaries come?
